"It was with great surprise that I 
read this account o£ a break with tne 
hrst chief," he said to a correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, and re- 
quested a denial. 
"It is well known," continued Obre-

ern France, small one-Btory unpainted 
houses have 
appeared

rooms overnight. 
Serroajze-les-Balns, 
which had not a building.left standing 
after the Germans 
were routed to- 


day possesses ten of theee minute 
bungalows, with six more in process 
of erection. 


The Quakers are the 
foremost of 
several societies engaged in assisting 
the former population to return 
to 
the land. 
The Society of. Friends in 
England and America 
have 
raised 
over $250,000 by voluntary subscrip- 
tion, and are constructing these one, 
two and three rooms houses, depend- 
ing on the size of the 
family —for 
sums ranging 
from $4 to $1] apiece. 
At present there are about 130 work- 
ers aiding the government in the work 
of restoration. The departmental au- 
thorities supply the lumber, while vol- 
unteer artisans of the society, 
aided 
by soldiers who In civil life are car- 
penters and Joiners, detailed 
by the 
ministry of war for this work, do the 
building. 
Two 
hundred 
of 
these 
houses, accommodating 
more 
than 
eight hundred persons have 
already 
been completed while 329 are under 
construction. 


In many instances furniture is sup- 
plied by the society, the French gov- 
ernmenl defraying half the expense. 
In the majority of cases the Fireside 
Comfort Society, whose sole aim 
is 
the distribution of 
furniture among 
the needy, supplies the few simple 
necessities. The tenants pay no rent, 
but agree to a certain 
percent of 
their eventual war indemnity, 'being 
withheld by the joveriment. 
Besides 
building new houses, many others 
which were only partially 
destroyed 
have been repaired. 
The Friends conduct many 
other 


forms of relief. At Chalons-sur-Marne 
a maternity hospitaJ was established. 
It is now used for all civilian cases, 
many injured during 
the 
bombard- 
ments of Rhelms and Pont-a-Mousson 
being 
treated. 
At Bethancourt 
a 
convalescent home beyond the sound 
of cannon, 
insures speedy recovery 
under more favorable 
surroundings.

BIG BREWERS URGE 


REFORM IN LIQUOR 


TRADE IN SALOONS 


Seek to Correct the Saloon to Stem 


Tide of the Prohibition 


'Forces. 


[SI'KI.'IAL TO TUB OAKBTTEl 


Springfield, 
Mass., Oct. 4.—The 


Cnit.ed States Brewers' association 
whoso members are said to produce 
ovrr seventy-five per cent of the malt 
liquors In the United States, began its 
fifty-fifth annual convention here to- 
day. 


President. Edward A. Schmidt in his 
address declared that the brewers, as 
\veli as outside reformers, were striv- 
ins; to correct the evils of the saloon, 
and intimated that some radical re- 
forms might be expected. 


Hr? said, in part: 
••[•-or many years 
the 
educational 


work of our association was hampered 
by the lack of a constructive pollcv 
which, however, was impossible until 


(if. practically all our 
own people had 


,1 \ reached the point of conviction in re- 
sard to the necessity of saloon reform 
and of rigid law observance. 


Llcenslnp, System. 
"We have at last come to fairly 
general agreement as to' what consti- 
tutes a good licensing 
system, and 


have established in our 
own minds 


cfrtain definite principles which should 
govern the conduct of the retail trade 
Of course, the 
local 
application .-of 
these principles involves many per- 
plexing and complex problems, which 
will take time to work out, and will 
undoubtedly involve some serious sac- 
rifices. 


"In this connection I want to be- 


speak your active interest and co-op- 
oration in the work of the co-opera- 
tive committee of the licensed trade 
engaged in the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholic liquors, which is endeav- 
or:ng to build up the local retail or- 
ganizations, so that every reputable 
man in the saloon trade may be en- 
rolled as a member of his local organi- 
fzation. 
One of the main objects of 
this movement is to bring the repu- 
table men in the retail business to- 
gether, so that their opinions may be 
made potent in correcting any of the 
abuses that have crept into the busi- 
ness. 


"The co-operative committee, repre- 
senting the nations! organizations of 
tlie brewers, the wholesalers and the 
retailers, .have agreed 
that licenses 
should bo issued to a normal demand 
for them, and that the artificial stimu- 
lation of business by any branch of 
the trade is undesirable. 
The com- 
mittee also 
advocates the absolute 
suppression of any connection of any 
licensed premises with any disorderly 
house or gambling establishment, and 
urges the trade to refuse to sell to 
speak-easies' or other illicit vendors. 


Family Resorts. 
' Perhaps the most 
important and 
far-reaching suggestions made by the 
co-operative committee, is, that the 
trade should encourage the establish- 
ment of public family resorts in which 
all kinds of 
refreshments 
shall be 
dispensed,, and in which the sale of 
alcoholic beverages shall be no more 
emphasized than any other beverages 
conforming to the type of continental 
beer hall and restaurant, familiar to 
i he American traveler. In the French 
restaurant or the German beer garden, 
one sees 
whole families . sitting to- 
gether at.,a table, sipping'their' beer, 
I heir diluted wine or their coffee, en- 
joying pood music, eating their simple 
faYe a'nd'talking together in peace and 
harmony. 


"In England a body of men have 
organized what is known as the'Pub- 
lic House Trust, which is dealing with 
the temperance and 
licensing prob- 
lems upon common sense 
business 
lines. 
Their standpoint is that the 
licensed house is a practical neces- 
sity, and that it ought always to be a 
place where all classes, and all the 
people can resort without reproach. 
This organization has secured the con- 
trol of some SOO licensed houses, where 
duruing the past ten years it has been 
computed that more than 
11,000,000 
persons havo bean served and not a 
single prosecution for drunkenness or 
any other evil has resulted. 


"I appeal lo you," said the president 


in closing, "to make it your personal 
business to see that such reforms are 
undertaken und carried out, and to ac- 
cept willingly your own slmve In the 
loss thai these reforms may, and will 
necessarily Involve—temporary though 
they may 
be—both 
because in the 
long run they will inuure to your bene- 
fit, and most of all because,they are 
putting the industry on all fours with 
the welfare of the community."
